1.  The  price  of  the  regular  Proof  Set  of  Gold  Coins  will  he  $38.50;  the  Proof  Set  of  Silver  and  Minor 
Coins,  $2.50;  Minor  Coin  Proof  Sets,  Eight  Cents  per  set.  Single  Gold  pieces,  in  proof,  will  he  sold  at 
Twenty -five  Cents  each  above  their  intrinsic  value.  Silver  sets  will  not  he  separated.  Proof  Sets  for  the 
current  year  only  will  he  furnished.  The  Mint  has  no  Coins  or  Sets  of  hack  dates  for  sale. 

(A  “ proof  coin”  is  one  struck  hy  hand  on  a screw  press  from  a specially  polished  die,  using  a polished 
blank. ) 

2.  Private  medal  dies  can  not,  under  the  law,  be  prepared  at  the  Mint,  but  when  the  regular  business 
of  the  Mint  will  permit,  medals  may  he  struck  from  dies  furnished  by  individuals,  public  institutions,  and 
incorporated  societies,  at  a charge  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  operation  and  the  metal.
